Ruth DeWitt, the 
subject

which was "Does It Pay?" • 


We are living tn a 
rapidly 
changing world. We have but to 
glance at the many developments 
of the last few ye^rs, or, for that 
matter, 
of 
even the last few 
months, to realize this fact. To 
meet the needs and desires of this 
ever-changing world, our Institu- 
tions, rather than being static in 
nature, 
are constantly 
growing. 
Among the institutions which are 
constantly growing. Among the 
institutions which are readjusting 
themselves to meet these modern 
needs is the high school. 
The greatest change that has 
taken place in the high school 
may be noticed In the purpose of 
education. The old conception was 
to the effect that the underlying 
purpose of education was to dis- 
cipline the mind and promote cul- 
ture,, A later conception stressed 
the utilitarian idea. The new con- 
ception, while not denying either 
of these, makes the primary pur- 
pose of high school education that 
of training for citizenship. When 
we look at our society today, at 
its progress and accomplishments, 
and also at its problems and fail- 
ures, we realize as never before 
that education must do more to 
promote- citizenship and civil hap- 
piness. 


Miniature Democracies 
In meeting this new aim which 
we believe has become a neces- 
sity, our high schools have be- 
come 
miniature democracies in 
which the pupils are student-citi- 
zens. In this- created environment 
the student-citizens are learning 
to work as a cooperative unit. 
That is; they are learning, not 
alone through class-room instruc- 
tion and rules of the administra- 
tion as was formerly the case, 
but also as cooperative citizens 
who assume a great deal of re- 
sponsibility 
themselves 
in the 


various 
extra-curricula 
activities 
of the modern high school. 
By these means our student- 
citizens of today are learning to 
assume not only duties but re- 
sponsibilities-; they are 
learning 


• to become not only followers but 
leaders. 
In no other environ- 
ment, perhaps, can a prospective 
active citizen gain more initiative 
and judgment than he can in our 
modern high schools, where he 
must let-rn to exercise his own 
judgment and act on his own re- 
sponsibility as well as fulfill the 
requirements. 
One Primary Fitctor 
A primary factor in becoming 
a good citizen is the ability to 
earn one's own living. The mod- 
ern high school is not overlook- 


ig this factor. Courses are con- 
antly being added along voca- 


tional and technical lines which 
equip those who do not desire to 
go to college, immediately to be- 
gin earning their own livelihood. 
In this day of unemployment and 
technical skill the high school 
graduate with such training has 
a tremendous advantage over the 
untrained and the unskilled. A 
few ehort years ago we frequent- 
ly heard the expression about the 
"self-made man." We hardly ever 
hear that expression today. A new 
day has dawned. A day of spe- 
cialists, a day in which more and 
more people are becoming edu- 
cated, and a day In which educa- 
tion is more and more necessary. 


A well-known 
Texas educator 
says, "the day of successful busi- 
ness wen who never went beyond 


On the other hand, the boy or 
girl who has not secured a high 
school education, probably more 
or less accidentally enters a voca- 
tion without having even consid- 
ered other occupations or other 
professions 
which 
might have 


been far more desirable and more 
in harmony with his abilities and 
temperament. In view of this fact, 
we are justified 
in concluding 


that the modern high school is 
now exercising the function of 
laying a foundation for many 
professions, as well as actually 
furnishing guidance which leads, 
in many instance, to these pro- 
fessions.Home Is Foundation 


We often hear the 
statement 
that the home Is the foundation 
of the nation, and we believe this 
to be true. However, the modern 
home has shifted many of Its old 
responsibilities, at least 'to come 
extent, to the school. And the 
school is doing all possible to aid 
in promoting good home life. A 
good student-citizen is nearly al- 
ways a good home-citizen. The 
atmosphere of order and enlight- 
enment of the school-room Is car- 
ried over to the home. 


The ' student-citizen who comes 
to realize that he is only one of 
many in the miniature democracy 
of the high school, also comes- to 
realize that he Is only one of sev- 
eral in the home. The student- 
citizen who comes to respect the 
rights of others in the school en- 
vironment, also comes to respect 
the rights of others in the home. 
His willingness to fulfill his obli- 
gations and duties in the school- 
room makes him more nearly will- 
ing to do the same thing in the 
home. 


Train for Home-Making 
But there are other ways In 
which the high schools of today 
are fostering 
good 
and useful 
home life. 
We 
now find our 
schools offering courses wh^h di- 
rectly train for home-making. With 
the passage of the pioneer stage 
of our civilization, our mothers 
have ceased to train their daugh- 
ters along the line of domestic 
usefulness as they once did. Many 
of their daughters who now learn 
to cook and sew learn to do so in 
the school instead of the home 
and learn to do so by scientific 
means and methods. 


In conclusion then, we wish to 
express our appreciation of the 
fact yiat our opportunities have 
been of the best, that our high 
school, standing in the front rank 
of secondary schools, has laid for 
us a foundation of general knowl- 
edge and culture, has aided in 
selecting 
a 
vocation, has given 
training for home life, and has 
interested us' in preserving the 
democracy on which our wl ole 
society is based. That our school 
has been able to perform these 
desirable functions 
for 
us has 


{been due to the loyal support and 
' cooperation 
of 
the 
citizens 
of 
Corsicana, to the inspiration and 
guidance of our school authori- 
ties- and teachers, and to our ef- 
ficient board of education. 
We 
have come to realize to some ex- 
tent the depth of their vision, the 
breadth of their task, and the tre- 
mendous responsibilities now upon 
us to take full advantage of the 
opportunities they offer. 
"The Citizen Faces the Future" 
was the subject of the next ad- 
dress by Wayne Ashmore, one 
of the boy honor students, the 
complete text of which follows: 


The Citizen Faces the Future 
Fellow classmates, members of 
the faculty, paYents and friends: 
We the members of the fiftieth 
graduating 
class 
of 
Corsicana 
high school come before you to- 
night with a feeling of both joy 
and sadness- intermingled within 
our hearts. To us who are about 
to graduate from this insitution, 
this is a joyous occasion because 
we have succeeded in finishing 
that which we began. Yet, on the 
other hand, the occasion Is ting- 
ed with sadness- because we real- 
ize that we are now about to take 
leave of an institution which we 
have all learned to love. We all 
vividly realize that we stand at 
the meeting 
between 
a happy 
past and an unknown future. 
Tonight you have" had drawn 
for you a realistic picture along 
tho line of the ways in which our 
high school days here have pre- 
pared us for this unknown future. 
With this period of preparation 
behind us and the world of af- 
fairs, into which graduation marks 
our entrance, before us, perhaps 
it would be well for uo to pause 
luni and wk eurseivej! .the. vie* 


on: "What about the future?" 
Not Same World 
Probably, we should first real- 
ice that the world into which we 
are about to enter is not the or- 
dered world to which we have 
been 
accustomed 
in our 
high 
scheol life. We have but to glance 
at conditions today to realize that 
we are passing through an era 
of 
uncertainty 
and 
confusion; 
that many varied and pressing 
problems are confronting our so- 
ciety today, and that many ad- 
juttments and changes must be 
made. 


In the world of yesterday the 
high school 
graduate was one 
among the few possessing such 
training and 
qualifications. To* 
day he is one among many. In 
the world of yesterday America 
seemed to be a land of bounty 
and wealth filled 
with endless 
opportunities for the trained man 
and woman. In the world of to- 
day we are facing problems of 
unemployment and poverty which 
at first eeemed to cloud the vis- 
ion and dampen the enthusiasm of 
the young man or woman faced 
with the task of finding his place 
in society. The high school gradu- 
ate of yesterday launched out in- 
to the game of life with confidence 
and enthusiasm. His successor to- 
day, 
in the face of present condi- 
tions, is likely to etop and won- 
der. 


Need Not Be Pessimistic 


But even In the face of present 
conditions, as we stop and won- 
der tonight, let us not be too pes- 
simistic as to the future. Let us 
realize that an 
age of speedy 


change is alco an age of unprece- 
dented opportunity. And that if 
society so shapes itself that the 
opportunities for exploitation are 
less the opportunities for real serv- 
ice will become greater. If civil- 
ization is to rapidly change and 
readjust itself we have an excep- 
tional opportunity in living at a 
time when we can not only play 
a 
vital part in shaping these 
changes but also in shaping the 
mould for Our future civilization. 
In short, should we not realize 
that if this age of change endan- 
gers oui; security, it also furnishes 
us our finest chance for service. 


And let us not at this point get 
the idea that there are not still 
boundless opportunities for serv- 
ice. If some of the old professions 
and industries are over-crowded, 
new ones, in this age of change 
are constantly coming into exist- 
ence. All around us there are 
tasks that need to be done, and 
services that-need to be perform- 
ed. The field of creative service1 
furnishes unlimited opportunities. 
All we need "is the creative ima- 
gination to see them, the intel- 
ligence to organize them, and the 
pursuasive skill to arouse others 
to support them." The 
whole 
field of adult • education Is today 
largely untouched. 


System Improved 
Our present day system of edu- 
cation has been improved through 
leisure time. From the present 
trend, we are probably justified 
in concluding that we will all 
have more leisure time. If so, 
the 
field of education will be- 
come more important. And the 
opportunities for service in this 
field 
in 
the 
training of both 
youth and adult will become more 
numerous. 
The whole field 
is 
likely 
to 
become broader and 
broader. And with the broaden- 
ing of the field will come numer- 
ous opportunities if we are but 
prepared to fill them. The field 
of recreation, the surface of which 
has not been scratched up to 
date, will likely be stressed more 
and more. Our library service is 
at present inadequate and this 
field will also probably become 
more important. 
The field of social service Is 
also practically untouched. With 
the movement now going forward 
to Improve conditions in our con- 
gested centers; to eradicate the 
slum and as far as possible elim- 
inate poverty, it would seem that 
there will be more opportunities 
for real service 
to 
our under- 
privileged boys and girls as well 
as adults. 


The New Deal 
With the coming of "The New 
Deal" has come changes in our 
Ideals of statesmanship and gov- 
ernment. The world is crying for 
a new type of leadership based 
upon a desire- of service rather 
than exploitation. Young men and 
women are now taking more in- 
terest 
in 
government 
and its 
problems than they have in gene- 
rations. We believe this to be a 
healthy sign. The field of creative 
statesmanship of tomorrow will 
probably offer a bountiful 
field 


of service for the young men and 
women who are prepared. 
With the coming of leisure time 
will come more interest in art, 
music, and the sciences and un- 
limited opportunities will' also like- 
ly be found in these fields. 


Adequate Opportunities 
In short, fellow classmates, it 
would seem that the future, as 
the past, will hold for us ade- 
quate opportunities for service in 
any one of many fields if we are 
but prepared. 
In conclusion, then, let us all 
determine not to be too pessimis- 
tic about the future. Let us real- 
ize Jhat the unknown future has 
in store for us boundless oppor- 
tnities for service. And let us re- 
solve to make such use of our 
leisure time as to Insure a greater 
and 
greater 
degree of 
self-de- 
velopment. 


And finally, let us all pledge 
ourselves not to forget or step 
aside from the lessons which we 
have learned. Rather let us strive, 
as we journey down the pathway 
of life, to keep the lessons and 
principles of action which we havo 
here acquired ever before us. Let 
us seek to translate the worthy 
Ideals here fosteVed Into our daily 
lives until we shall have attained 
those goals of happiness and suc- 
cess to which these ideals and 
principles will bring us if we but 
faithfully follow them.

The high school emphasizes our 
moral training in a rather direct 
way by means of ch.apel programs 
in which various pastors of Corsi- 
cana churches are asked to speak 
on ins'plrational but non-denomi- 
national sub.jtcts.

Another of the means of spend- 
ing our leisure- time in recreation 
furnished hv the school is in our 
class entertainments where we de- 
velop better social attitudes and 
where we enjoy the fellowship o" 
our clasmates on picnics and par- 
ties outside the classroom.

also encourage fellowship and the 
right social attitudes. 
In them, 


we learn how to associate with 
neople, how to be more democrat- 
ic in our viewpoint toward others, 
and how to prevent snobbishness.

Artistic and cultural training, 
then, plays a vital part In charac- 
ter building. It causes- a love for 
worthwhile things such as musi':, 
which the Glee Clubs; harmony 
classes and orchestra furnish, and 
such culture as the literary, dra- 
matic and language clubs pro- 
mote. 
' Schools private. 


Go back seventy-five years or 
more and you will find that, all 
schools were strictly private. Most 
students were taueht by govern- 
esses and private tutors. Although 
theBe students probably learned as 
many facts as we do now in pub- 
lic schools, they lacked the advan- 
tage of class associations in which 
to compare themselves "for better 
or for worse" with each ither.

They lacked the opportu- 
nity which we now possess for 
obtaning breadth of vision and 
they lacked the opportunity for

Superintendent Norwood who an- 
nounced the recent resignation of 
Miss Laura Moore, and paid a 
high tribute to her. Mr. Norwood 
said on such occasions much Is 
said of pupils who have been suc- 
cessful, but seldom is anything 
said about the teachers, and after 
all, 
the students only reflect the 


personalities of their teachers. 


The superintendent quoted one 
writer who said that 
only six 


out of 60 teachers made any im- 
pression or had any Influence up- 
on his life, and that in many in- 
stances students 
believe 
them- 
selves containers, that come to 
school to be filled with knowledge 
and teachers often accept the role 
of "filling station attendants." He 
said that Miss Moore was not 
that kind of a teacher, but that 
she illuminated the way, rather 
than lead children by the arms. 
"She 
threw 
them 
the burning 
torch, and it was no cold potato," 
Mr. Norwood said.

But they are regular 
symptoms of recovery. They 
come along with it, like 
the pevishness of an invalid 
who has turned his corner.

al. Depression forces down 
workers' wages and their 
working and living condi- 
tions, and exhausts their re- 
sources.

They go back to work, aft- 
er a long period of idleness, 
at low wages. They exert 
what pressure they can <o 
force wages up and work- 
ing hours do\yn, and to gain 
other concessions.

strikes. It is deplorable but 
not discouraging. It comes 
after unprecedented suffer- 
ings, borne with unprece- 
dented patience. There was 
far worse violence in pre- 
vious labor wars. View- 
ers-with-alarm often have 
short memories. They should 
recall the terrible railroad 
and coal mine riots of 1877,,

DEPRESSION laws knocked off the usual penalties and interest and substituted 
lower rates on taxes delinquent July 1, 1933. You will recall that from time to time 
the Legislature of Texas has been, suspending penalties, interest and costs on delin- 
quent taxes. In September 1933 the last measure of this kind was enacted, with(a 
provision written into the law, providing that this should be the last Remission Bill 
ever to be passed by the Legislature. This special law is known as Senate Bill No. 
262 and by its own provisions expires and ceases to exist June 30, 1934. On July 1, 
1934, all regular penalties, interests and delinquent costs return. You may pay 
taxes delinquent for 1932, or any prior year, by paying the amount of taxes 
due plus a penalty of only 6% except that for 1929 and prior years certain costs are 
due, which are not remitted. 
' 


We submit the following example— 
, 


In July 1934— 
30x/2% will be added to 1930 taxes delinquent. 
241/2% will be added to 1931 taxes delinquent. 
181/2% will be added to 1932 taxes delinquent. 


(A delinquent cost will accrue in addition to above) 


$100.00 taxes delinquent for the year 1930 may be satis- 
fied in full during May or June for $106.00; however, 
the same taxes paid in July would be $131.50, and the 
same differences apply for all other years.

For your information we call attention to Senate Bill No. 4 passed by the same 
Session of the Legislature that gave us above remission law, which is an Act pro- 
viding for the transfer of the Hen for taxes that the State, County or defined subr 
division thereof, has upon real property. In other words, if a delinquent tax payer 
is unable to pay taxes delinquent at this time and thereby realize a substantial sav- 
ing, he may arrange with a friend, or other persons, to pay the taxes and request a 
transfer of the lien for the taxes, which transfer is executed by the Tax Collector 
and gives the individual the same lien and security for taxes held by the State. 
We urge every delinquent tax payer to take immediate action to adjust all past due 
taxes as it is practically certain that relief from penalty will never again be offered. 
We make the further suggestion that where delinquent tax payers do not avail them- 
selves of the opportunity now presented and pay up delinquent taxes it will become 
necessary to take steps to enforce statutory liens for taxes and this action will pro- 
ceed as rapidly as practicable after July 1, 1934.

Roosevelt Holds Out

WASHINGTON, June !.—(*)—President Roosevelt, in 


a report to congress today on war debts, held out a prom- 
ise for discussion of revision of present funding agree- 
ments to any European debtor nations who ask and pres- 
ent "special circumstances relating to means and methods 
rof payment." 
*• He indicated what "special circumstances" would 6e 
considered by emphasizing that factors would be wheth- 
er the nations are utilizing their resources for "recovery 
purposes" or make a "reasonable payment" on the debt 
owed, or are spending for "unproductive nationalistic" 
purposes. 


In some official quarters, £he President's statement 


concerning possible conferences was considered signifi- 
cant as a prelude to Great Britain's note on the debts 
question expected here any time. 


Sir Ronald Lindsey, the British* 
ambassador, is understood to have 
made overtures to the white, houso 
for t discussion.

"It is for these reasons that 
the American people have felt that 
their debtors were called upon to 
make a determined effort to dis- 


ask that substantial sacrifice! be 
mado to meet these debts."

redness of the obligation and also 
to assure them of our willingness, 
if they should so request, to dis- 
cuss frankly and fully the special 
circumstances relating to means 
and method of payment."
